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Arkansas judge strikes down gay marriage ban

LITTLE ROCK, Arkansas (AP) 

— A judge on Friday struck 
down Arkansas’ ban on 
same-sex marriage, saying 
the state has “no rational 
reason” for preventing gay 
couples from marrying. 
Pulaski County Circuit 
Judge Chris Piazza ruled 
that the 2004 voter-ap¬ 
proved amendment to the 
state constitution violates 
the rights of same-sex cou¬ 
ples. 

“This is an unconstitutional 
attempt to narrow the defi¬ 
nition of equality," Piazza 
wrote. “The exclusion of a 
minority for no rational rea¬ 
son is a dangerous prec¬ 
edent." 

The ruling came nearly a 
week after state Attorney 
General Dustin McDaniel 
announced he person¬ 
ally supports gay marriage 
rights but that he will con¬ 
tinue to defend the con¬ 
stitutional ban in court. 


McDaniel’s office said he 
would appeal the ruling. 

An attorney for the group 
of same-sex couples chal¬ 
lenging the prohibition said 
he hadn't talked with his 
clients and didn't know if 
they would seek marriage 
licenses when county offic¬ 
es open Monday morning. 
“If I was them, I would be 
there waiting for the door 
to open,” attorney Jack 
Wagoner said. 

The amendment banning 
gay marriage was passed 
with the overwhelming sup¬ 
port of Arkansas voters. Pi¬ 
azza's ruling also overturns 
a 1997 state law banning 
gay marriage. 

In his ruling. Piazza cited the 
U.S. Supreme Court's 1967 
decision that invalidated 
laws on interracial mar¬ 
riage.

Protest over trail on US land

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — An 

idyllic Utah canyon home 
to ancient cliff dwellings 
and native burials will be 
the site of a protest Satur¬ 
day by a group of people 
who plan to mount their 
all -terrain vehicles and 
ride a trail that has been 
off limits to motorized ve¬ 
hicles since 2007. The Bu¬

BMW to expand plant in push for more fuel-efficient cars

FRANKFURT - BMW said Fri¬ 
day that it would invest 
$200 million and double 
its workforce at a factory 
in Washington state that 
makes carbon fibers as the 
company moves to use 
more of the lightweight 
material in cars and meet 
demand for a new electric 
vehicle. 

The German carmaker op¬ 
erates the factory in Moses 
Lake in a joint venture with 
the SGL Group, another 
German company. BMW 
said it would hire 120 new 
workers as part of the ex¬ 
pansion, which is to be 
completed early next year 
and bring the total number 
of employees to about 200. 
The move reflects the effort 
of BMW and other auto¬ 
makers to make cars light¬ 
er and more fuel efficient, 
as well as increase interest 
by German companies in 
manufacturing in the Unit¬ 
ed States, partly because 
of lower energy costs. 

BASF, a German chemical 
company, said Thursday 
that it would build a plant 
in Freeport, Texas, to pro¬ 
duce ammonia for use in 


fertilizer. And Siemens, the 
German electronics and 
engineering conglomer¬ 
ate, said Wednesday that 
it would relocate the head¬ 
quarters of a unit that sup¬ 
plies equipment for the en¬ 
ergy industry to the United 
States because of its boom 
in natural gas production. 
The factory in Moses Lake 
runs entirely on hydropow¬ 
er, according to BMW. The 
expansion there is also a 
sign that BMW is optimis¬ 
tic about prospects for its 
i3 battery-powered car, 
which went on sale in Eu¬ 
rope in November and has 
a passenger compartment 
made primarily of carbon 
fiber. 

BMW said this week that 
it had sold about 2,000 i3s 
since the launch, half of 
those in March. That figure 
does not include any sales 
in the United States, where 
BMW sold its first i3 this 
month, or in China, where 
the car will reach show¬ 
rooms no sooner than July. 
The i3 carries a base price 
of $41,350 in the United 
States. 

Most of the 5,000 i3 mod¬ 
els produced so far went 
to showrooms as test-drive 
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vehicles, and BMW said it 
expected sales to increase 
as more cars become 
available for sale. Carbon 
fiber made in Moses Lake 
is processed into layers of 


of electric vehicles and 
improve fuel economy in 
conventional cars.

slowed hiring a bit in March, 
though the declines came 
after healthy gains the pre¬ 
vious month. The figures 
suggest the job market is 
improving in fits and starts. 
The Labor Department 
said Friday that employ¬ 
ers posted 4 million jobs in 
March, down 2.7 percent 
from February. But Febru¬ 
ary’s total nearly matched 
November’s for the high¬ 
est level of openings since 
January 2008, when the 
Great Recession was just 


beginning. 

The report also showed 
that February's data for hir¬ 
ing and quits was revised 
much higher, indicating 
that the job market was in 
better shape that month 
than initially estimated. It’s 
a good sign when more 
people quit their jobs, be¬ 
cause most people do so 
to take a new position, fre¬ 
quently at higher pay. 
Quitting also opens up a 
position that someone out 
of work can take. 

The number of people quit¬ 
ting their jobs in both Feb¬ 
ruary and March reached 
the highest level since July 
2008, Friday’s report said. 


US wholesale stockpiles 
up 1.1 percent in March

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
wholesale businesses in¬ 
creased their stockpiles 
in March by the largest 
amount in five months 
while sales increased at the 
fastest clip in 10 months. 
Wholesale stockpiles rose 
1.1 percent in March after 
a 0.7 percent gain in Feb¬ 
ruary, the Commerce De¬ 
partment reported Friday. 
It was the ninth consecu¬ 
tive monthly gain and the 
largest increase since a 1.2 
percent rise in October. 
Sales at the wholesale level 
were up 1.4 percent, the 
best showing since a 1.9 
percent rise in May 2013. 
The sizable gain in sales 
should encourage busi¬ 
nesses to keep restocking 


their shelves to meet rising 
demand. That will mean 
increased orders to facto¬ 
ries and rising production 
which would boost eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

In the January-March quar¬ 
ter, the economy slowed to 
a barely discernible growth 
rate of 0.1 percent after 
growth of 2.6 percent in the 
October-December quar¬ 
ter. A slowdown in inven¬ 
tory building subtracted 0.6 
percentage point from first 
quarter growth. 

But economists expect the 
drag from a slowdown in 
inventory building will ease 
in the second quarter. The 
big rise in March inventories 
supports that view, indicat¬ 
ing that there was growing 
momentum headed in the 
second quarter.Q

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Genetically modified foods confuse US consumers

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ge¬ 
netically modified foods 
have been around for 
years, but most Americans 
have no idea if they are 
eating them. 

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration says they don’t 
need to be labeled. But in 
the first major victory for 
consumers who say they 
have the right to know 
whether theirfood contains 
GMOs, the state of Ver¬ 
mont has moved forward 
on its own. On Thursday, 
Gov. Peter Shumlin signed 
legislation making his state 
the first to require labeling 
of genetically modified or¬ 
ganisms, or GMOs. 
Throughout the country, 
there’s a lot of confusion 
about genetically modi¬ 
fied foods and their safety, 
and whether labeling mat¬ 
ters. 

The food industry and com¬ 
panies that genetically en¬ 
gineer seeds have pushed 
back against the labeling 
laws, saying GMOs are 
safe and labels would be 
misleading. 

“It’s really polarizing,” says 
New York University’s Mar¬ 


ion Nestle, a professor of 
nutrition and food stud¬ 
ies. “There’s no middle 
ground.” 

GMOs are not really a 


“thing,” Nestle says, and 
that's hard for the average 
consumer to grasp. You 
can't touch or feel a GMO. 
Genetically modified foods 
are plants or animals that 
have had genes cop¬ 


ied from other plants or 
animals inserted into their 
DNA. It’s not a new idea — 
humans have been tinker¬ 
ing with genes for centuries 


through selective breed¬ 
ing. Think dogs bred to be 
more docile pets, cattle 
bred to be beefier or toma¬ 
toes bred to be sweeter. 
What’s different about ge¬ 
netically modified or en¬ 


gineered foods is that the 
manipulation is done in a 
lab. Engineers don’t need 
to wait for nature to pro¬ 
duce a desired gene; they 


speed up the process by 
transferring a gene from 
one plant or animal to an¬ 
other. 

Most of the nation's corn 
and soybeans are geneti¬ 
cally engineered to resist 
pests and herbicides. A pa¬ 
paya in Hawaii is modified 
to resist a virus. The FDA is 
considering an applica¬ 
tion from a Massachusetts 
company to approve a 
genetically engineered 
salmon that would grow 
faster than traditional salm¬ 
on. Only a small amount 
of sweet corn, the corn 
Americans eat, is geneti¬ 
cally modified. Most of the 
genetically modified corn 
and soybeans are used in 
cattle feed, or are made 
into ingredients like corn 
oil, corn starch, high fruc¬ 
tose corn syrup or soybean 
oil. Even in some of those 
products, the manufac¬ 
turing process itself may 
remove some of the modi¬ 
fied genes. A few fruits 
and vegetables are engi¬ 
neered — the Hawaiian 
papaya and some squash 
and zucchini, for example. 
But there’s no genetically 
modified meat or fish, like 
the fast-growing salmon, 
currently in the market for 
human consumption; the 
Food and Drug Adminis¬ 


tration has yet to approve 
any. The vast majority of 
scientific research has 
found genetically engi¬ 
neered foods to be gener¬ 
ally safe. 

An Italian scientist’s review 
of 10 years of research, 
published in 2013, con¬ 
cluded that the scientific 
research conducted so 
far has not detected “any 
significant hazard directly 
connected with the use of 
GM crops.” 

One French research team 
raised safety questions, but 
their much-criticized 2012 
study linking genetically 
modified corn to rat tu¬ 
mors was retracted in 2013 
by the scientific publisher, 
who cited weak evidence 
supporting the conclusions. 
Even the food police say 
they are safe: The Center 
for Science in the Public 
Interest, a well-known critic 
of food companies and 
artificial and unhealthy in¬ 
gredients in foods, has not 
opposed genetically modi¬ 
fied foods, on the basis that 
there’s no evidence they 
are harmful. Though what 
we are eating now ap¬ 
pears safe, the main con¬ 
cerns for the future would 
be new genetically engi¬ 
neered foods — from the 
United States or abroad 

— that somehow become 
allergenic or toxic through 
the engineering process. 
The FDA says the foods 
they have evaluated to 
this point have not been 
any more likely to cause 
an allergic or toxic reac¬ 
tion than foods from tradi¬ 
tionally bred plants. Unlike 
animals, the FDA is not re¬ 
quired to approve geneti¬ 
cally engineered crops for 
consumption. However, 
most companies will go 
through a voluntary safety 
review process before they 
put them on the market. 
There are clear benefits 
for the agricultural industry 

— the crops that are resis¬ 
tant to pesticides and her¬ 
bicides, for example. And 
companies like Monsanto 
that produce modified 
seeds say their technolo¬ 
gies will be needed to feed 
a rising world population 
as they engineer crops to 
adapt to certain climates 
and terrains. □

The Independent Electoral 
Commission said that, with 
the vote from almost 99 
percent of districts count¬ 
ed, the ANC led with 62.2 
percent. That result was in 
keeping with projections 
that the party, mired in 
corruption scandals and 
headed by the unpopular 
Zuma, would shed a few 
percentage points com¬ 
pared with the last general 
election, in 2009, when it 
won 65.9 percent. 

The figures mean that the 
party is assured of main¬ 
taining its commanding 
majority in the 400-seat 
Parliament, which formally 
appoints the president, 
effectively guaranteeing 
that Zuma, who has bat¬ 
tled charges of corruption 
and rape in recent years, 
will win a second term. 


The dominance of the ANC 
cloaked some important 
shifts. The Democratic Al¬ 
liance, the second-big¬ 
gest party in Parliament, 
seemed to have increased 
its share of the vote to 
around 22 percent from 
roughly 17 percent in 2009, 
while the radical Economic 
Freedom Fighters, led by 
the populist Julius Malema 
and running in their first 
election, were coming in at 
just more than 6 percent, 
placing the group third, 
ahead of all other minority 
challengers. In two north¬ 
ern regions regarded as 
Malema’s stronghold, the 
grouping ran a distant sec¬ 
ond to the ANC, ahead of 
the Democratic Alliance. 
Malema sought to draw 
support from the country's 
many unemployed young 
people, modeling himself 
on such figures as Flugo 
Chavez in Venezuela and

HOMS, Syria (AP) — Hun¬ 
dreds of Syrians, some 
snapping photographs

Under a deal struck this 
week, the government as¬ 
sumed control of the old 
quarters, while in return 
some 2,000 rebel fighters 


were granted safe pas¬ 
sage to opposition areas 
north of Homs. 

The final piece of the 
agreement fell into place 
Friday afternoon as the last 
300 or so rebels left Homs 
after an aid convoy was 
allowed into two pro-gov¬ 
ernment villages in north¬ 
ern Syria besieged by the 
opposition. The aid deliv¬ 
ery was part of the Homs 
agreement. 

The withdrawal was a ma¬ 
jor victory for the govern¬ 
ment in a conflict that has 
killed more than 150,000 
people since March 2011. 
The deal handed Assad 
control of the city once 
known as “the capital of 
the revolution,” as well as 
a geographic linchpin in 
central Syria from which to 
launch offensives on rebel- 
held territory in the north. 
Even before the last reb¬ 
els departed, government 
bulldozers were clearing 
paths through the heavi¬ 
est rubble in Homs' battle- 
scarred districts Friday. It 
marked the first time that 
government troops have 
entered these neighbor¬ 
hoods — the last rebel bas¬ 
tions in the city — in more 


than a year. 

Homs governor Talal Barazi 
said engineering units were 
combing Hamidiyeh and 
other parts of the old quar¬ 
ters in search of mines and 
other explosives. State TV 
said two soldiers were killed 
while dismantling a bomb. 
The SANA state news agen¬ 
cy reported that army 
troops discovered two field 
hospitals in the neighbor¬ 


hoods of Bab Houd and 
Qarabis, as well as a net¬ 
work of underground tun¬ 
nels linking the districts to 
each other and to the 
countryside. 

An Associated Press re¬ 
porter on a military-led tour 
of Homs said soldiers and 
pro-government militiamen 
fanned out across the dis¬ 
tricts to provide security.

Yemen: 

Defense minister escapes Al-Qaida ambush

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 

Yemen's defense minister 
escaped an assassination 
attempt Friday when 
alleged al-Qaida militants 
ambushed his motorcade 
as he was visiting strategic 
areas in the south and a 
sprawling al-Qaida base 
recaptured by the army, 
security and military officials 
said. 

Officials said Mohammed 
Nasser Ahmed was on his 
way to check up on forces 
in the Mahfad region when 
gunmen opened fire on 
the convoy. 

The attack came as 
government forces pushed 
back militants in fighting 
atop a hill overlooking the 
region’s main road, they 
added. Troops killed three 
militants and captured 


two wounded ones, while 
sustaining three wounded 
themselves. 

The officials also said 
troops in an army post in 
Meyfaa town in Shabwa 
province killed Friday an 
al-Qaida militant as he 
was attempting a suicide 
attack in an explosive¬ 
laden car. 

The army has started to 
establish fixed military 
posts and checkpoints in 
areas recaptured from the 
militants in Mahfad, Azzan 
and Meyfaa to prevent 
them from returning from 
neighboring mountainous 
regions to which they have 
fled. 

In the capital Sanaa, the 
Interior Ministry said two 
al-Qaida militants from 
Marib province were killed 
Thursday night in clashes 
with security men, but their 


tribe, which sympathizes 
with al-Qaida, denied that 
the two belonged to the 
group. In retaliation they 
blew up one of the main oil 
pipelines in Marib province 
and cut off electricity 
supplies to the capital on 
Friday. 

Some foreign fighters, 
including Westerners, were 
among those killed or 
arrested in the past week’s 
fighting in the ongoing 
military campaign against 
al-Qaida, officials said. The 
official SABA news agency 
quoted an unnamed 
security official as saying 
on Friday that two al- 
Qaida members who are 
French nationals were 
arrested Thursday while 
trying to flee the country 
from Hadramawt province.

The dismantling of the 
camps came as protests 
had lost much of their 
fervor amid an effort by 
moderate members of 
the opposition to sit down 
with the government and 
negotiate concessions 
such as more economic 
freedom for business, the 
release of jailed opponents 
and the filling of vacancies 
on the Supreme Court and 
electoral tribunal. 

That’s a strategy the 
Obama administration 
supports, but Venezuelan 
students and hard-line 
opposition members are 
boycotting the talks, which 
they consider a ploy by 
Maduro to deflect foreign 
criticism. 

At the same time security 
forces in Caracas were 
cleaning up a moonscape 
of scattered clothes, 
tents and destroyed 
banners, U.S. lawmakers 
in Washington pressed 
State Department officials 
to endorse legislation 
that would ban visas 
and freeze the assets of 
Venezuelan officials who 
crush demonstrations and 
violate human rights. 
Roberta Jacobson, U.S. 
assistant secretary of state 
for Western Hemisphere 
affairs, said some 
opposition leaders have 
urged the United States 
not to go forward with such 
a move. □

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Kaymer takes 1 -shot lead over Spieth at Players

ida (AP) — Martin Kaymer 
followed up his course-re- 
cord first round by shooting 
a 3-under 69 on Friday to 
hold a one-stroke lead at 
The Players Championship 
going into the weekend. 
Kaymer's lead was eroded 
by Jordan Spieth, who fired 
a 66 in his first big tourna¬ 
ment since tying for sec¬ 
ond at the Masters. 

Kaymer capped off his 69 
with a pitching wedge to 
within 4 feet of the hole on 
the 17th’s island green. 
“Everything is coming to¬ 
gether nicely,” Kaymer 
said. 

The 29-year-old German 
was at 12-under 132. That 
matched the best 36- 
hole score on the Stadium 


Course at the TPC Saw- 
grass in 20 years, dating to 
Greg Norman’s record-set- 
ting performance. Norman 
made only one bogey that 
week. 

Adam Scott, in his first tour¬ 
nament as a married man, 
kept alive his hopes of go¬ 
ing to No. 1 in the world 
this week with three birdies 
in his last four holes for a 
67. That was a 10-shot im¬ 
provement from Thursday 
and enabled him to make 
the cut on the number at 
even-par 144. 

Rory Mcllroy shot 42 on the

I see 
very positive things that I 
backed up that 9-under 
par with another decent 
round." 

Spieth hit his stride in the 
middle of the back nine 
with a 6-iron on the par- 
3 13th that rode the ridge 
down to about 4 feet, and 


a 6-iron from 184 yards on 
the 14th to 3 feet. 

“It was a nice break to land 
and roll to pin-high, be¬ 
cause it was a very tricky 
pin with quite a bit of slope 
around the hole,” he said. 
Spieth held a two-shot lead 
with 11 holes to play at the 
Masters and his game looks 
every bit as solid at Saw- 
grass, a course he had only 
seen while playing a junior 
event. He finished second 
in that one, too.

Nadal finds clay form to 
reach Madrid semifinals

MADRID (AP) — Defending 
champion Rafael Nadal 
gave his clay-court dol¬ 
drums a boost by reaching 
the Madrid Open semifi¬ 
nals on Friday with a domi¬ 
nant performance against 
Thomas Berdych. 

In the women's tourna¬ 
ment, two-time defending 
champion Serena Williams 
withdrew with a leg injury, 
while Maria Sharapova 
ousted Li Na in the quarter¬ 
finals. 

The top-ranked Nadal 
had lost his previous two 
quarterfinal matches on 
clay for his worst run on 
the surface in a decade. 
But buoyed on by a par¬ 
tisan crowd, Nadal over¬ 
powered Berdych 6-4, 6-2 
to advance at the Magic 
Box. 

“I brought great energy 
and intensity to it and that's 
the best news, that it's my 
best (on clay) yet,” Nadal 
said. “The things that, his¬ 
torically, I’ve done well on 
this surface I managed to 
do them again today.” 
Nadal has been improving 
with every match in Madrid 
after losing at the quarter¬ 
finals stage in preceding 
tournaments in Monte Car¬ 
lo and Barcelona. 


But he showed no sign of 
the nerves that had un¬ 
characteristically crept 
into the game of the 
most successful clay-court 
player ever as he pushed 
Berdych to the corners 
and punished him with a 
powerful forehand that 
accounted for 16 of his 
winners. 

“My play is good when I’m 
hitting my forehand well, 
especially on clay,” said 
Nadal, who is vying for his 
third title in the Spanish 
capital. “In Monte Carlo I 
used my backhand more 
and not my forehand, and 
when I have to hit five or 
six backhands in a row it 
doesn’t help my game.” 
Berdych, who dropped 
to 3-18 against Nadal, 
couldn’t keep up in the 
hot sun beating down on 
Manolo Santana center 
court. 

Nadal faces countryman 
Roberto Bautista Agut af¬ 
ter the 45th-ranked player 
beat Colombia’s Santiago 
Giraldo 6-3, 6-4. David Fer¬ 
rer followed Bautista Agut's 
victory with a 7-6 (3), 6-3 
win over Ernests Gulbis to 
become the third Spaniard 
in the semis. 

Kei Nishikori prevented an 
all-Spanish lineup in the fi¬ 
nal four by beating Felicia¬ 


no Lopez 6-4, 6-4 in the late 
match. 

The win also ensures that 
he will become the first 
Japanese player to break 
into the top 10 when the 
new world rankings are re¬ 
leased on Monday. Nishi¬ 
kori remained undefeated 
on clay this season in nine 
matches after winning the 
Barcelona Open title. 

The top-ranked Williams 
has had her left thigh 
heavily bandaged this 
week and said she injured 
it during a first-round vic¬ 
tory over Belinda Bencic 
on Sunday. 

“It started to get better 
but, most importantly right 
now, I just need some time 
to rest and recover. It’s 
beyond words. It’s so frus¬ 
trating,” Williams said in a 
statement. “This is not the 
way I wanted this week to 
end." 

The withdrawal gave 2011 
champion Petra Kvitova a 
walkover and a spot in the 
semifinals. 

The 32-year-old Williams 
said the injury would not 
keep her out of the French 
Open, with the defending 
champion tweeting she 
would play in Rome next 
week before the second 
Grand Slam of the season 
starts on May 250 
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Researcher: technology not to blame for teen woes

NEW YORK (AP) — Danah 
Boyd has made a name 
for herself af fhe research 
division of Microsoft for 
painstaking work examin¬ 
ing social media. Big Data 
and the tension between 
public and private lives, 
but it’s her teens’-eye view 
of the digital world that sets 
her apart. 

Now, Boyd has written her 
first book, “It’s Complicat¬ 
ed: The Social Lives of Net¬ 
worked Teens," out in Feb¬ 
ruary from Yale University 
Press and available for free 
on her website, Danah.org. 
Earlier this year, she added 
another accomplishment 
to her list: mom. 

Boyd interviewed more 
than 150 teens from a 
range of backgrounds for 
the book, also relying on 
extensive research on all 
aspects of their digital lives. 
Five questions for Danah 
Boyd: 

AP: What do parents need 
to understand about the 
online lives of teens? 

Boyd: They need to realize 
that young people are do¬ 
ing the same things online 
as we all did as kids in other 
places where we gathered 
with our friends. They’re 
hanging out. They’re mess¬ 
ing around with each oth¬ 
er. 

They’re socializing. They’re 
flirting. They're gossiping. 
They’re joking around, and 
much of this is perfectly 
reasonable teen stuff. 
Some of it is problematic. 


Some of it is glorious. 

But the kinds of places 
young people used to 
gather are no longer ac¬ 
cessible for a variety of 
reasons. 

The first is a level of fear 
and anxiety that exists, the 
result of 24-7 news, where 
there’s a sense that there’s 
terrible things happening 
to kids everywhere. We’ve 
transferred all that fear and 
anxiety to their online lives, 
but to them it's a release 
valve, to finally find a place 
where they can hang out. 
It’s not that they’re ad¬ 
dicted to the technology. 
It’s that they want a place 
where their friends are. 

AP: You write that too 
many young people live 
genuinely high-risk lives, but 
you conclude that most of 
those risks do not originate 
with technology. Can you 
explain? 

Boyd: There are young 
people who are living high- 
risk lives, period, end of sto¬ 
ry. They are being abused 
every day at home. There 
are young people who are 
struggling with poverty, 
with addiction, with men¬ 
tal health struggles. They 
make that visible online. 
One of the challenges be¬ 
comes how do we inter¬ 
vene to help them? Unfor¬ 
tunately what we tend to 
do is we try to make the 
Internet go away instead. 
We hope that if we make 
the visibility go away, the 
problem will go away. But 
that’s not true. 

AP: Why do young people

share so publicly? 

Boyd: Young people are 
trying to be IN public, but 
that doesn't mean that 
they want to BE public, and 
that distinction is really im¬ 
portant. There’s a mistaken 
understanding that they 
want everything about 
themselves to be recorded 
forever, and that’s not true 
at all. 

They’re really frustrated 
when all of this material is 
stored away and gets them 
into trouble. 

Young people face an un¬ 
precedented level of sur¬ 
veillance. Not just by the 
institutions of power, but by 
their parents. Most of them 
are sitting there going, 
‘Why do these people feel 


like they have a right to be 
in my business?’ 

AP: Can you explain social 
steganography? 

Boyd: It’s actually an old 
cryptography term. It basi¬ 
cally is the notion of hiding 
in plain sight. 

So the old notion is that 
Greeks used to tattoo mes¬ 
sages on the heads of their 
slaves, let their hair grow 
out and then send them off 
to places, and only if you 
knew where to look would 
you know where the mes¬ 
sage lies. 

What's really funny is that 
young people have start¬ 
ed encoding everything 
they're putting up online, 
so you can read it literally 
but you have no idea what 


it means. It's a song lyric 
but you don’t know the 
reference because the ref¬ 
erence is really about the 
friends who got together 
last weekend and they had 
a cool in-joke for which the 
song was playing and ha- 
hahahaha. 

... Just because you have 
access to the content 
doesn’t mean you have 
access to the meaning. It’s 
never been the case that 
parents got to listen to ev¬ 
erything, but the thing is 
parents have demanded 
now that they have the 
right to listen to everything. 
I think it's a little ironic that 
teenagers are using the 
same tactics as political 
dissidents. □

Dow inches to record as earnings reports wind down

NEW YORK (AP) — The Dow 

Jones industrial average 
hit a record on Friday, but 
without much conviction 
after a choppy day of 
trading during which inves¬ 
tors couldn’t make up their 
minds whether to buy or 
sell. 

The blue-chip index flitted 
between small gains and 
losses at least a half-doz¬ 
en times, and ended up 
beating its old record set 
last week by less than 2.5 
points, or just 0.02 percent. 
“The market is having trou¬ 
ble finding direction here,” 
said David Kelley, JPMor- 
gan Funds' chief global 
strategist. 

But he added, “I believe 
for the rest of the year, a 
warming economy ... will 
push the market up.” 

The Standard & Poor's 500 
index also eked out a gain, 
but is no higher than it was 
in early March, after waf¬ 
fling between weekly gains 
and losses most of that 
time. 

On Friday, stocks fell 
broadly from the open as 


investors took in the latest 
corporate earnings reports. 
It was an odd day in which 
winners became losers, 
and vice versa. 

Stocks of utilities have been 
in favor lately because of 
their stable earnings and 
fat dividends, but investors 
dumped them Friday, and 
they closed 1.4 percent 
lower. That was the biggest 
drop of the S&P 500's ten 
sectors. 

By contrast, a few big- 
name Internet stocks that 
had been crushed in a re¬ 
cent sell-off in that industry 
managed healthy gains. 
Netflix announced it was 
raising prices for new sub¬ 
scribers of its streaming 
video service and investors 
cheered, lifting its stock 2 
percent. 

Tesla Motors and Linkedln, 
both down more than 10 
percent since April, rose 2 
percent and 2.5 percent, 
respectively. 

The Dow edged up 32.37 
points for the day, or 0.2 
percent, to 16,583.34. That 
narrowly beat its previous 
record high of 16,580.84 set 
on April 30. 


The S&P 500 index rose 2.85 
points, or 0.2 percent, to 
1,878.48. The Nasdaq com¬ 
posite rose 20.37 points, or 
0.5 percent, to 4,071.87. 
Mixed messages from earn¬ 
ings reports left investors 


without clear direction. 

CBS fell $1.27, or 2 percent, 
to $56.74 after reporting 
late Thursday that its first- 
quarter revenue had fallen 
short of analysts' projec¬ 
tions. Sales from advertising 


slumped 12 percent. 

Ralph Lauren dropped 
$3.18, or 2 percent, to 
$148.81 after its forecast for 
sales for the current quar¬ 
ter disappointed investors.

Netflix raises prices by a $1 for new subscribers

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Netflix is raising its Inter¬ 
net video prices by $1 per 
month for new customers 
and giving its current U.S. 
subscribers a two-year 
break from the higher 
rates. 

The changes mean any¬ 
one signing up for Netflix’s 
video subscription service 
beginning Friday will pay 
$9 per month for in the 
U.S. The old price of $8 per 
month will continue until 
May 2016 for Netflix’s exist¬ 
ing 36 million U.S. subscrib¬ 
ers. 

The price increase, Netflix’s 
first in nearly three years, 
isn't a surprise. The Los Ga¬ 
tos, California-based com¬ 
pany disclosed its plans to 
raise its rates last month 
without specifying the pre¬ 
cise amount. 

Netflix Inc. says its needs 
more money so it can af¬ 
ford to pay for more origi¬ 
nal programming along 
the lines of its Emmy award¬ 


winning political drama 
“House of Cards” and criti¬ 
cally acclaimed series “Or¬ 
ange Is the New Black.” 
The emphasis on video 


alent of Time Warner Inc.'s 
HBO cable network. 

By delaying the price in¬ 
crease for current subscrib¬ 
ers, Netflix hopes to avoid 


800,000 customers within 
a few months in an exo¬ 
dus that alarmed inves¬ 
tors, causing Netflix’s stock 
to plunge by more than 
80 percent in a year. Net¬ 
flix eventually lured back 
subscribers and revived its 
customer growth, lifting its 
stock to record highs ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Netflix’s stock rose $2.65 to 
$324.31 in early afternoon 
trading Friday. The shares 
have fallen by 13 percent 
so far this year. 

Prices for Netflix’s rapid¬ 
ly shrinking DVD-by-mail 
service aren't changing. 
Those rates range from $5 
to $20 per month, depend¬ 
ing on how many DVDs are 
being rented and whether 
a Blu-ray option is included. 
Netflix ended March with 
6.7 million DVD subscribers, 
a nearly 50 percent drop 
from 2 Vi years ago. 

New Internet video cus¬ 
tomers can avoid the high¬ 
er price if they are willing to 
settle for a little less clarity 
and flexibility.□

The Wall Street analyst-turned-blogger Henry Blodget 
called it “a disaster.” The Wall Street Journal labeled 
it a “botched offering.” And after Facebook’s much- 
criticized initial public offering in May 2012, Morgan 
Stanley’s vaunted technology investment banking 
team, the lead underwriter on the deal, looked as if it 
were down for the count. 

When Twitter, the next big social media phenomenon 
to go public, named Goldman Sachs its lead under¬ 
writer for its November 2013 offering, the asset manag¬ 
er Jeffrey Sica told Bloomberg, “I would imagine that 
Goldman will be the underwriter of choice for tech 
companies in the near future.” In striking contrast to 
Facebook’s debut, Twitter’s offering was hailed as a 
model one. 

How things have changed. After plunging in their ear¬ 
ly days of trading, Facebook shares took over a year 
to regain their offering price. But by this week, they’d 
gained nearly 50 percent, and patient investors in the 
initial public offering have been rewarded. The much- 
maligned offering price now looks right on target. 
Twitter shares, on the other hand, took off quickly out 
of the gate. In their first trade, on Nov. 7, 2013, they 
opened at $45.10 a share. But they have since fallen 
off, trading below $33. 

And despite dire predictions post-Facebook, Morgan 
Stanley is firmly ensconced at the top of the closely 
watched league tables for technology deals, which 
track investment banking performance. Since Face- 
book went public, Morgan Stanley has been involved 
in 47 technology public offerings with a total value of 
$23.4 billion. (JPMorgan Chase is second by dollar val¬ 
ue and Goldman Sachs fhird.) 

That doesn't count the Alibaba megaoffering sched¬ 
uled for this summer, which was announced this week. 
Morgan Stanley is one of five investment banks chosen 
to underwrite the deal for the company, which oper¬ 
ates China’s biggest website and online shopping 
platform. (The banks were listed alphabetically in the 
registration filings in an unusual underwriter-of-equals 
arrangement.) 

Sica conceded that his prediction didn’t pan out. “I 
guess it shows that time heals all wounds," he said. 
“Facebook was a learning experience for Morgan 
Stanley and since then, they've embraced their big 
distribution network of refail brokers. Thaf's an advan¬ 
tage that Goldman doesn't have.” 

All of which amounts to a long-awaited vindication for 
Morgan Stanley’s West Coast technology team, which 
is led by Michael Grimes, 47, who has been with Mor¬ 
gan Stanley for 19 years. 

“We knew that staying focused on delivering for clients 
was more important than ever given the volatile mar¬ 
ket,” he told me this week. While the bad press was 
painful, he cited to colleagues the Rudyard Kipling 
poem “If,” which begins. 

If you can keep your head when all about you 
Are losing theirs and blaming it on you. 

Others said that rehabilitating Morgan Stanley’s repu¬ 
tation took a sustained effort. 

Things were so bad in the weeks after the Facebook of¬ 
fering that the firm’s chief executive, James Gorman, 
went on CNBC to defend the firm’s role in the deal, 
and told employees in a webcast that they “should be 
proud of the job your colleagues did.”

US oil price remains flat for week

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 

price of oil slipped Friday 
to just under $100 a barrel, 
leaving crude nearly flat 
for the week. 

Benchmark U.S. crude for 
June delivery fell 27 cents 
to close at $99.99 in New 
York. The contract ended 
last week at $99.76. 

Brent crude, a benchmark 
for international varieties 
of oil used by many U.S. re¬ 
fineries, declined 15 cents 
to close at $107.89 in Lon¬ 
don. 

Crude supplies in the U.S. 
fell this week, which sur¬ 
prised traders and gave 


some support to prices. 
But supplies remain ample 
and refineries are pump¬ 
ing out enough fuel to 
meet demand. That sug¬ 
gests refineries won't need 
to quickly draw down sup¬ 
plies in the coming weeks. 
Overseas demand for 
crude appears muted and 
supplies are plentiful, but 
worries over the political 
turmoil in the Ukraine and 
continued disruption of oil 
exports from Libya have 
kept Brent prices up. 
“Libya’s two most impor¬ 
tant oil terminals, Ras Lanuf 
and Es Sider, will remain 
shut for the foreseeable 


future which is likely to 
continue to severely ham¬ 
per the supply of oil,” said 
analysts at Commerzbank 
in Frankfurt in a note to cli¬ 
ents. 

Pro-Russian insurgents in 
eastern Ukraine are plan¬ 
ning a referendum on 
independence over the 
weekend, in apparent de¬ 
fiance of a call by Russian 
President Vladimir Putin to 
put off the vote.

A former executive in¬ 
volved in the effort, who 
did not want to be named 
discussing former col¬ 
leagues, recalled: “It was 
a media tidal wave. None 
of us were prepared for 
that. Our tech guys were 
shaken and bruised. Can 
you blame them? The 
whole world was pointing 
at them. Our competitors 
were aggressively bad- 
mouthing us. Henry Blodget 
went on TV criticizing us, 
beating the drums. I spent 
a lot of time with clients, re¬ 
assuring them, explaining 
that Morgan Stanley had 
acted properly.” 

Blodget, co-founder and 
editor-in-chief of the web¬ 
site Business Insider, now 
seems to have softened his 
tone. In 2012, he called the 
Facebook deal a “disas¬ 
ter," and wrote, “The main 
problem with the IPO was 
that investors paid way too 
much for the stock.” He 
told me this week: “Mor¬ 
gan Stanley is a great firm. 
I never had any question 
about that.” 

Facebook, he added, 
“was priced very well giv¬ 
en demand at the time.” 
But, he said, “Big institu¬ 
tional investors got very 
important information that 
little investors didn’t get. 
That’s undeniable. Morgan 
Stanley said they followed 
the rules to a T, which may 
be true, but in that case, 
the rules are ludicrous be¬ 
cause small investors didn’t 


get the same information." 
Morgan Stanley declined 
to comment. 

Several clients said Mor¬ 
gan Stanley’s success 
with three offerings in the 
months after Facebook - 
for Palo Alto Networks, Kay¬ 
ak and Workday - at a time 
when others were warning 
that Facebook had ruined 


the prospects for public 
offerings, sent a power¬ 
ful message that the firm's 
technology franchise was 
still functioning. Jim Goetz, 
a venture capitalist at Se¬ 
quoia Capital, is a board 
member at Palo Alto Net¬ 
works and was involved in 
choosing Morgan Stanley 
for all three deals. “Morgan 


Stanley had the courage 
to test the waters with us,” 
he said. 

He continued, “There was 
a lot of criticism in the 
popular press, and a lot of 
it was spread by the com¬ 
petition.” But he told me, 
“It didn't have much ef¬ 
fect on us. Morgan Stanley 
doesn't do 100 percent of 


our deals, but they're the 
dominant player in tech 
and have been for de¬ 
cades. There’s no other 
team with their depth of 
experience. It’s not just 
Grimes. They have a deep 
bench.” 

Among milestones in the 
history of Silicon Valley, Mor¬ 
gan Stanley was the lead 


underwriter in initial public 
offerings for Apple, Cisco, 
Google and Salesforce. 
com. Alongside Grimes, 
there are Paul Chamber- 
lain (26 years at the firm), 
Andrew Kearns (16 years), 
Drew Guevara (19 years) 
and Colin Stewart (26 
years), which is remarkable 
longevity for a team at one 


firm. They survived the de¬ 
parture of the prominent 
technology banker Frank 
Quattrone and criticism of 
Google’s 2004 public of¬ 
fering in a complicated 
“Dutch auction.” And the 
bankers stuck by Morgan 
Stanley when the firm was 
teetering during the finan¬ 
cial crisis. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Thou¬ 
sands of vacuum-sealed 
plastic pouches filled with 
bits of bone rest in a Man¬ 
hattan laboratory. These 
are the last unidentified 
fragments of the people 
who died in the World 
Trade Center on Sept. 11, 
2001 . 

On Saturday, the 7,930 
pouches are to be moved 
in a solemn procession 
from the city medical ex¬ 
aminer’s office to the new 
trade center site. They will 
be kept in a bedrock re¬ 
pository 70 feet (21 meters) 
underground in the new 
Sept. 11 Memorial Museum 
that opens May 21. 

The remains will be acces¬ 
sible only to families of the 
dead and to the forensic 
scientists who are still trying 
to match the bone slivers 
to DNA from the more than 
1,000 victims who never 
came home and have 
never been identified. 

“Our commitment to re¬ 
turn the remains to the 
families is as great today as 
it was in 2001,” says Mark 
Desire, who oversees the 
four-member World Trade 
Center team in the city’s 
Office of the Chief Medi¬ 
cal Examiner. 

The death toll stemming 
from the attacks at the 
World Trade Center stands 
at 2,753. Of those, 1,115 
victims, or 41 percent. 


have not been identified 
through a DNA match to 
items provided by families 
— toothbrushes, combs, 
clothing or swabs from rel¬ 
atives. 

With ever-advancing tech¬ 
nology yielding results that 
were impossible a dozen 
years ago, the unique ge¬ 
netic code gleaned from 
the bits of bone is the only 
hope for families waiting 
for anything tangible to of¬ 
ficially confirm what they 
already know: Their loved 
one is dead. 

In some cases, scientists 
have gone back to the 
same bone fragment 10 
or 15 times, using new 


technology to attempt to 
extract DNA diminished 
by fire, sunlight, bacteria 
and even the jet fuel that 
poured through the towers. 
The painstaking process in¬ 
volves pulverizing the bone 
fragments, adding a spe¬ 
cial chemical to the pow¬ 
der and then spinning it 
all in a centrifuge to break 
open the bone cells so DNA 
can be extracted. Then 
comes the last, critical step 
— looking to match it to an 
item with the victim’s DNA 
provided by families — part 
of the medical examiner's 
collection of 17,000 contri¬ 
butions. 

Four new identifications 
were made this past year. 
Family members have 
long endorsed the ongo¬ 
ing identification process, 
even as some protested 
this weekend’s move of 
the remains to the museum 
site, which they fear could 
be prone to flooding. 


“Don’t put them in the 
basement,” Rosemary 
Cain, who lost her firefight¬ 
er son at the trade cen¬ 
ter, said at a protest Thurs¬ 
day. “Give them respect 
so 3,000 souls can rest in 
peace.” 

Other victims’ families sup¬ 
port the move, saying the 
repository is a fitting site for 
the remains. 

“It will show the world the 
way we treat our dead,” 
Lee lelpi, who lost his son in 
the attacks, said earlier in 
the week. “Let's get them 
back to the site." 

By December, the latest 
technology will have been 
applied to every remnant 
in the medical examiner’s 
possession, exhausting the 
available methods. Desire 
said that as new technol¬ 
ogy becomes available, 
the efforts to identify the 
fragments will continue in¬ 
definitely. 

The question is: Flow long 


and at what cost will the 
forensic team keep work¬ 
ing to identify these last 
9/11 remains? The team’s 
annual salary budget is 
$230,000, plus costs for fol¬ 
low-up work by other sci¬ 
entists and staff. 

Charles Strozier, founding 
director of the Center on 
Terrorism at the John Jay 
College of Criminal Justice, 
said that work must contin¬ 
ue “because our relation¬ 
ship to the Sept. 11 disaster 
hinges on being able to 
identify and pay respects 
to those who died.” 

“The World Trade Cen¬ 
ter attack was more cruel 
than death usually is, be¬ 
cause some people were 
simply incinerated and 
those remains went into 
the air," Strozier said. 

For Desire, it’s not just a 
grim scientific task — it's 
personal. 

Fie was under the still¬ 
standing towers minutes 
after the two hijacked 
planes hit them, having 
rushed down with the then- 
chief medical examiner, 
Dr. Charles FHirsch. As the 
towers toppled, the men 
were struck and bloodied 
by falling glass and debris.

ATLANTA (AP) — Spike Lee 
says his wife persuaded 
him to adapt his 1986 film, 
“She’s Gotta Have It,” for 
television. 

“For years, my wife Tonya 
(Lewis) kept telling me, 
‘That would make a great 
TV show,”’ Lee said in an 
interview Thursday night. 
“Then I went to Showtime 
with the first initial meet¬ 
ing and we sold the idea. 
That’s not something that 
happens every day." 

Lee wants to adapt the 
movie into a half-hour com¬ 
edy series. The original story 
focused on a woman’s re¬ 
lationship with three men, 
exploring the issues of race, 
sexuality and gentrifica- 
tion in the neighborhood of 
Brooklyn, New York. 

The film was a breakthrough 
project for Lee, and helped 
ignite the independent film 
movement. 

Lee expects to take a 
contemporary look at the 
characters and plot for the 
adaptation. He's working 
on the pilot and feels con¬ 
fident about creating a 


strong script. 

Showtime will decide 
whether the show gets 
picked up. 

“I've always been con¬ 
fident in my ability, but 
it's not to be my decision 
alone,” said the 57-year- 
old Lee. “All I can do is write 
the best pilot I can write. 
Hopefully, God willing, the 
people and powers-to-be 
at Showtime can say, ‘We 
like it Spike, let’s shoot the 
pilot.’” 

Lee has also finished the 
script and is seeking more 
financial backing for the 
sequel to his 1988 film, 
“School Daze,” based on 
life at Atlanta's historically 
black colleges. 

He said he wants to explore 
the current issues faced by 
black college students. 
“Anytime I walk the streets, 
people say how much they 
like to see them (the col¬ 
leges) again," he said. “It’ll 
be very interesting to revisit 
Mission College 25 years 
later. It’s different than 
what students were deal¬ 
ing with in 1988 when that 
film came out. The world 
has changed.”□

Favreau dishes on how to 
make a good foodie film

NEW YORK (AP) — The way 

Jon Favreau sees it, the 
world is divided into people 
who are interested in food, 
and people who aren’t. 
“And I,” he declares, “am a 
member of the former cat¬ 
egory.” 

That will be obvious to 
anyone who watches 
this weekend's new film 
“Chef," which Favreau 
wrote, stars in, and direct¬ 
ed, and which displays 
food in a luxurious, almost 
religious way. Critics have, 
perhaps justifiably, noted a 
lack of complexity in both 
plot and characters, and 
an overly sunny denoue¬ 
ment. But one can't deny 
the film’s appeal to the 
taste buds. 

Even a simple grilled 
cheese sandwich, me¬ 
ticulously prepared by a 
father for his young son, is 
almost too delicious to look 
at, and evokes immediate 
empathy for this divorced 
dad trying to make a con¬ 
nection with his child in 
the most elemental way: 
through his stomach. 

And it makes ours growl. 
Which is what Favreau was 
going for. 


“There's something hypnot¬ 
ic to me when I watch food 
being prepared on a cook¬ 
ing show, or in ‘Eat Drink 
Man Woman,”’ he says, 
referring to the 1994 Ang 
Lee foodie classic. “There’s 
something incredibly com¬ 
pelling and cinematic 
about it. And it’s amazing 
that it can actually make 
your mouth water.” 

Not all food films make 
the mouth water. Another 
entry this year, the recent 
“Tasting Menu," based at a 
fictional restaurant in Spain, 
fell curiously short in that 
regard. (Later this summer 
comes “The Hundred-Foot 
Journey,” starring Helen 
Mirren.) 

Of the many delectable 
contenders, besides the 
Lee film, foodies still swoon 
when they think of “Ba- 
bette's Feast,” "Big Night,” 
or the animated “Ratatouil- 
le,” which culminates in the 
glorious preparation of that 
simple vegetable dish in 
the title. 

Likewise, “Chef” comes 
down to a simple dish: the 
Cuban sandwich. 

Carl Casper (Favreau) is a 
gifted but volatile chef at a 
swank Los Angeles restau¬ 
rant. His boss (Dustin Hoff¬ 


man), orders him to play 
it safe on the very night a 
major food critic is coming. 
Reluctantly, he does, and 
predictably gets excoriat¬ 
ed by the critic. 

Things go way downhill, 
and Casper is fired. He re¬ 
builds his life by going back 
to basics: sprucing up a 
filthy old truck and turning 
it into a temple for the per¬ 
fect Cuban sandwich. 
There's a popular view that 
Casper the chef is really Fa¬ 
vreau the director, and the 
risk-averse restaurant own¬ 
er a big studio honcho — 
and “Chef,” an indepen¬ 
dent film, the food truck. 
Favreau, who directed the 
“Iron Man” films, says that’s 
only partly true — he actu¬ 
ally loves both genres. 

Yet it's clear “Chef” is a 
labor of love for Favreau, 
who confesses that he was 
so inspired during filming, 
he's installing a full com¬ 
mercial kitchen in his home, 
including a wood-burning 
pizza oven, a flat-top grill 
and maybe one day even 
an outdoor smoker, for suc¬ 
culent brisket. 

Still, making food work at 
home is different than mak¬ 
ing it work onscreen. How 
do you do THAT? □

Up to now, Russia’s president, 
Vladimir Putin, has been play¬ 
ing a weak hand in Ukraine very 
well. I mean, how strong are you 
when your allies insist on wearing 
masks? But Putin thinks he knows 
his adversaries better than they 
know themselves. He thinks the 
Americans will never be serious 
about energy, that the Europe¬ 
ans will never be serious about 
sanctions, that the Ukrainian 
reformers will never be serious 
about governance, and that 
he can control the separatist 
forces he’s unleashed in east¬ 
ern Ukraine and dial them up or 
down as he pleases. 

The outcome of the Ukraine crisis 
rides primarily on whether he is 
right about all this. How’s his bet 
going so far? 

There has been much talk about 
President Barack Obama’s 
“leadership” of late. All I know is 
that, if Obama wants it, Ukraine 
provides him an ideal legacy 
leadership opportunity. With one 
initiative he could simultaneously 
make America stronger, Putin 
weaker, the planet healthier and 
our grandchildren safer. 

Since we’ve ruled out sending 
troops, our short-term ability to 
influence Putin has to rely on 
targeted sanctions. But the seri¬ 
ous way to weaken Putin, whose 
economy and government 
budget is hugely dependent on 
$100-plus-a-barrel-oil, is with an 
American domestic grand bar¬ 
gain on energy that unleashes 
forces that, over time, begin to 
affect the global price and avail¬ 
ability of oil and gas. 

Obama should summon the con¬ 
gressional leadership to Camp 
David and put his own plan on 
the table: Offer the Republicans 
the Keystone XL pipeline, ex¬ 
panded oil drilling and fracking 
(but only at the highest environ¬ 
mental standards) and, in return, 
demand a revenue-neutral car¬ 
bon tax, a national renewable 
portfolio standard that would 
require every utility in America 
to gradually introduce more re¬ 
newable power, and a national 
California-level home building 
code for energy efficiency. I 
would also toss in incentives for 
expanding the share of nuclear 
power in our energy mix. I hate 
Keystone, which brings disgust¬ 
ing tar sands oil from Canada, 
and I worry about fracking at 
low environmental standards, 
but I’d take this deal in a sec¬ 
ond because, soon enough, a 
proper carbon tax would make 
oil from tar sands uneconomical, 
and fracking that is paired with 
a renewable portfolio standard 
would ensure that natural gas re¬ 
places coal, not solar, wind and 
other renewables. 


The White House just released a 
study that found the effects of 
human-induced climate change 
impacting every corner of our 
country, not to mention the 
world. So such a grand bargain 
could not be a more timely and 
necessary win-win-win strategy. 
It would simultaneously increase 
our leverage against Putin and 
Mother Nature. And it would 
drive a suite of technologies 
down their cost-curves so we 
can deploy them at scale and 
ensure that America is the leader 
in the next great global indus¬ 
try: clean technology. Obama 
should throw caution to the wind 
and go big. If Republicans won’t 
meet him even halfway on this 
(yes, I know, unlikely) it would ex¬ 
pose them as unwilling to do the 
things that would meaningfully 
deter Putin, not to mention buy 
some insurance against climate 
change with policies that would 
make us stronger and healthier 
even if climate change turns out 
to be milder. 

Go big, Mr. President. Get crazy. 
But, as I said, Putin thinks he 
knows us better than we know 
ourselves, that we are all hat 
and no cattle. He is not without 
reason: For decades, both par¬ 
ties in America have failed to 
develop an energy strategy, and 
we’ve paid for it - with oil price 
shocks, wars, pollution and cli¬ 
mate change. Are we forever 
condemned to be takers, not 
makers, of energy policy? 

And Putin thinks he knows the 
Europeans better, since so many 
are beneficiaries of his oil and 
gas. So far, Europe’s response 
has been more hand-wringing 
about Putin than neck-wringing 
of Putin. They talk softly and carry 
a big baguette. The Ukrainian 
reformers, too, have a huge role 
to play. They must find a way to 
conduct free and fair elections 
in as much of Ukraine as pos¬ 
sible on May 25 and then quickly 
move to parliamentary elections 
and constitutional reform to put 
in place the basis for decent 
governance. The last thing Putin 
wants is a fairly elected reformist 
government in Kiev that would 
have the legitimacy to associate 
Ukraine with the European Union. 
Therefore, it’s the first thing Ukrai¬ 
nians must do. 

But Putin needs to beware. The 
separatist allies he ginned up 
with his agents and Goebbels- 
scale propaganda campaign in 
eastern Ukraine could spin out of 
control. The Putin-inspired sepa¬ 
ratists could persuade western 
Ukraine that there is no future 
with the East, and Kiev might just 
let them all fall into Putin’s lap - 
and economic responsibility. 
Putin may think he’s Superman, 
but, the fact is, America, Europe 
and the Ukrainian reformers col¬ 
lectively have the ability to gen¬ 
erate the Kryptonite that would 
render him powerless: European 
unity, Ukrainian government le¬ 
gitimacy and U.S. energy. Those 
are the things of which he is most 
afraid. What they all have in 
common, though, is that they’re 
hard, entail serious choices and 
will require extraordinary lead¬ 
ership to achieve. So watch all 
these fronts. I can assure you that

WASHINGTON - Monica Lewin¬ 
sky says she would meet me for 
a drink. 

I’m game. 

In her new meditation in Vanity 
Fair, Monica mashes Hawthorne 
and Coleridge, proclaiming that 
she’s ready to rip off her “scarlet- 
A albatross,” “reimagine” her 
identity and reclaim her narra¬ 
tive. 

At long last, she says, she wants 
to “burn the beret and bury the 
blue dress” and get unstuck from 
“the horrible image” of an intern 
who messed around with the 
president in the pantry off the 
Oval Office, spilled the details to 
the wrong girlfriend and sparked 
a crazy impeachment scandal. 

I wish her luck. Though she’s strik¬ 
ing yet another come-hither 
pose in the magazine, there’s 
something poignant about a 
40-year-old frozen like a fly in 
amber for something reckless 
she did in her 20s, while the un¬ 
breakable Clintons bulldoze 
ahead. Besides, with the Clinton 
restoration barreling toward us 
and stretching as far as the eye 
can see to President Chelsea, we 
could all use a drink. 

The last time I encountered Mon¬ 
ica was at the Bombay Club, 
a restaurant nestled between 
my office and the White House. 
It was at the height of the im¬ 
peachment madness, and she 
was drinking a Cosmo at a table 
with her family. After requesting 
that the piano player play “Send 
in the Clowns,” she leaned in with 
me, demanding to know why 


I wrote such “scathing” pieces 
about her. 

My columns targeted the pant¬ 
ing Peeping Tom Ken Starr and 
the Clintons and their henchmen, 
for their wicked attempt to pro¬ 
tect the First Couple’s political 
viability by smearing the intern 
as a nutty and slutty stalker. I did 
think Monica could skip posing 
for cheesecake photos in Vanity 
Fair while in the middle of a plea 
bargain. But I felt sorry for her. She 
had propelled herself into that 
most loathed stereotype (except 
by Helen Gurley Brown): the over¬ 
ripe office vixen who seduces her 
married boss. Feminists turned on 
her to protect a president with 
progressive policies on women. 
Monica bristled with confidence 
when she talked to me, but then 
she retreated to the ladies’ room 
and had a meltdown on her cell¬ 
phone with Judy Smith. Smith 
would go on to fame and for¬ 
tune as a co-executive producer 
on Shonda Rhimes’ “Scandal,” 
which focuses on Kerry Wash¬ 
ington’s Olivia Pope, a blend of 
Judy, who was an African-Amer¬ 
ican crisis manager, and her cli¬ 
ent Monica, who had an affair 
with the president. 

Washington journalists fawned 
over the stars of “Scandal” last 
weekend at the White House 
Correspondents’ Dinner festivi¬ 
ties, which served mainly as a 
promotional vehicle for the ABC 
show and HBO’s “Veep.” 

The plot of “Scandal” is so luridly 
over-the-top, it makes the saga 
of the pizza-bearing intern who 
inspired it seem almost quaint. 
You’d think that the book “Mon¬ 
ica’s Story,” the HBO documen¬ 
tary, Barbara Walters’ interview 
and the 1998 Vanity Fair spread 
would be enough about the 
most covered affair in history. 
Heck, the seamy Starr report was 
enough. 

But she must feel that her reti¬ 
cence over the last 10 years of 
“self-searching and therapy” has 
led the public to hunger for her 
thoughts on the eve of Hillary’s 
book rollout in June and at a 
moment when President Barack 
Obama is struggling to pull focus 
back from the Clintons, whose 
past and future are more domi¬ 


nant than Obama’s present. 
Monica is in danger of exploiting 
her own exploitation as she dish¬ 
es about a couple whose erotic 
lives are of waning interest to the 
country. 

But, clearly, she was stung and 
wanted to have her say about 
the revelation in February that 
Hillary had told her friend Diane 
Blair, knowing it would be made 
public eventually, that Bill was at 
fault for the affair but deserved 
props for trying to “manage 
someone who was clearly a nar¬ 
cissistic loony toon.” Hillary also 
said she blamed herself for Bill’s 
dalliance. Monica trenchantly 
notes about the feminist icon, 
who is playing the gender card 
on the trail this time around: “I 
find her impulse to blame the 
Woman - not only me, but herself 
- troubling.” 

Lewinsky said that Bill “took ad¬ 
vantage” of her - in a consensual 
way. “Any ‘abuse’ came in the 
aftermath,” she writes, “when I 
was made a scapegoat in order 
to protect his powerful position.” 
Disingenuously and pretentiously, 
Monica said that the tragedy of 
Tyler Clementi, the Rutgers fresh¬ 
man who committed suicide in 
2010 after his roommate secretly 
streamed his liaison with another 
man over the Web, had wrought 
“a Prufrockian moment:” Did she 
dare disturb the Clinton universe 
to become a spokeswoman 
against bullying? 

Her bullies were crude strang¬ 
ers in person and online who re¬ 
duced her to a dirty joke or verb. 
Monica corrects Beyonce, who 
sings, “He Monica Lewinsky’d all 
on my gown,” saying it should 
be “He Bill Clinton’d all on my 
gown.” But her bullies were also 
the Clintons and their vicious at¬ 
tack dogs who worked so hard to 
turn “that woman,” as Bill so cold¬ 
ly called her, into the scapegoat. 
As Hillary gave a campaign-style 
speech in Maryland on Tuesday, 
warning that economic inequal¬ 
ity could lead to “social col¬ 
lapse,” That Woman started her 
own campaign, keening about 
her own social collapse. It was 
like a Golden Oldie tour of a 
band you didn’t want to hear in 
the first place.

Resell jeans? Resale value goes beyond used cars

NEW YORK (AP) — Jenna 
Broems shops for clothes 
the same way she hunts for 
a new car: She considers 
resale value. 

Broems, who lives in Stam¬ 
ford, Connecticut, only 
buys brands like Aber¬ 
crombie & Fitch and 7 For 
All Mankind because she 
believes they will fetch the 
highest prices when she’s 
ready to move on. 

“I’m now walking in like 
‘What’s the return of this? 
Am I going to be able to 
resell?'” said the teacher 
who has gotten $2,500 
from stuff she's resold on 
ThredUP, an online resale 
site for used clothes. 
Americans increasingly 
are considering the resale 
value when they shop for 
everything from jeans to 
handbags. The habit is 
in part due to a growing 
number of web sites that 
make it easy for shop¬ 
pers to buy and resell pre¬ 
owned goods. 

It’s the latest reflection of 
the tough economy. Buy¬ 
ing used goods at con¬ 
signment shops became 
popular during the reces¬ 
sion when Americans were 
hurting for extra cash. 

The habit has stuck during 
the economic recovery as 
people have gotten used 
to being able to wear the 
latest fashions without pay¬ 
ing top dollar: Just as peo¬ 
ple lease a new car every 
couple of years so they're 
always riding in style, re¬ 
selling clothes is a way for 
Americans to trade up or 
splurge without spending a 
lot of additional cash. 

The trend also is a conse¬ 
quence of the escalating 
cost of luxury. Rising prices 
of designer merchandise in 
recent years have tested 
the willingness of even af¬ 
fluent shoppers to pay full 
price. The price tag of a 
classic Chanel handbag, 
for example, is now $4,900 
this year, up from $2,250 in 
2007. 

The size of the resale mar¬ 
ket is tiny: about 10 per¬ 
cent of overall luxury 
goods — including cloth¬ 
ing, handbags, accesso¬ 
ries and home furnishings, 
are sold in the aftermarket 


— with about one percent 
of pre-worn goods sold on¬ 
line, estimates Forrester Re¬ 
search's Sucharita Mulpu- 
ru. 

But data suggests it’s a 
fast growing area of retail: 
Shoppers seem to have re¬ 
sale value in mind. Accord¬ 
ing to a survey conducted 
last year by market re¬ 


search firm The Intelligence 
Group's Cassandra Report, 
44 percent of 900 shoppers 
between the ages of 14 
and 34 think of resale value 
when they purchase things 
like electronics, furniture 
and clothing. 

Shannon Dolan said she’ll 
buy a Louis Vuitton hand¬ 
bag over a Gucci one 
based on how much she 
believes it will command if 
she resells it. 

“It absolutely changed the 
way I shop,” said Dolan, 
who has made $10,000 on 
online luxury resale mar¬ 
ketplace TheRealReal by 
selling clothes. “I'm really 
thinking of the value and 
investment of some of the 


things I’m buying.” 

Resale sites have taken 
note. The sites marry the 
discounts found on resale 
online king eBay with tight¬ 
er controls. Luxury sites like 
Portero and TheRealReal, 
the largest seller of authen¬ 
ticated luxury resale goods 
with business expected to 
reach $100 million this year. 


have staff to make sure de¬ 
signer goods are authen¬ 
tic. 

The sites also offer a faster 
way to sell than consign¬ 
ment stores, where shop¬ 
pers can wait for months to 
have items sold and reap 
no more than 50 percent 
of the resale price. With the 
sites, items often sell within 
days and shoppers get as 
much as 80 percent of the 
resale value. 

Many of the sites also have 
their own resale guides. 
ThredUP is loosely calling 
it their own version of the 
Official Kelley Blue Book, 
referring to the online man¬ 
ual that offers resale val¬ 
ues for cars. TheRealReal, 


which is coming out this 
summer with a mobile app 
that’s a resale guide for 
consumers, said its resale 
calculations are based on 
prices of the 450,000 items 
it has sold since its founding 
in 2011. 

“This is a broad narrative 
on how people are buying 
things and using things,” 


said James Reinhart, co¬ 
founder and CEO of Th¬ 
redUP, which launched as 
an online children’s swap¬ 
ping business in 2009 and 
morphed into a resale site 
two years ago. 

Julie Wainwright, CEO of 
TheRealReal, which focus¬ 
es on the top tier designer 
labels in fashion, acces¬ 
sories and jewelry, said 
her office fields five or six 
calls a day from customers 
wanting to know about the 
resale value of a brand. 
“People will call us before 
they shop, or while they're 
shopping,” Wainwright 
said. 

And the sites have all kinds 
of tricks of the reselling 


trade. For instance, TheRe¬ 
alReal said it doesn’t carry 
even some higher end 
brands including Escada, 
St. John and Max Mara be¬ 
cause they’ve been incon¬ 
sistent or have lost buzz, 
and thus, don’t command 
high resale prices. 
Conversely, the ones with 
the most value in pre-worn 


clothing and handbags 
are: Chanel, Hermes and 
Louis Vuitton. In shoes, it's 
Christian Louboutin, Wain¬ 
wright said. 

Some analysts say the new 
focus on resale value could 
hurt sales at traditional re¬ 
tailers — particularly at 
luxury stores. “I think luxury 
retailers are going to run a 
little scared,” said Marshal 
Cohen, a market research 
analyst. 

But resale sites say they 
can help retailers because 
shoppers are more willing 
to spend if they know they 
can easily resale items lat¬ 
er. Some even are creat¬ 
ing partnerships with tradi¬ 
tional stores. □
